GUARD AIR UNIT 
NOW CERTAINTY 


(EXCLOSIVE 
SACRAMENTO, April 25. — 
Plans for the organization of « 
complete division air-service unit 
for the California Nationa) Guard 
are to be pushed with all possible 
speed, it was announced here by 
Aajt.-Gen. Mittelstaedt on receipt of 
acommunication from the War De- 
partment 


Gen. Mittelstaedt announced 
few weeks ago that he hoped to 
form the first air-service unit in 
the history of the National Guard 
during 1923, but definite authority 
to carry out the project was lack- 
ing at that time. The instructions 
from the War Department, how- 
ever, clear up all doubt about the 
matter. 

The air-service unit authorised 
will become part of the Fortieth 
Division, with A peace-time 
strength of twenty-one officers and 
ninety enlisted men. Tables of or- 
ganization provide for a personne! 
of thirty-nine officers and 228 en- 
listed men in time of war. 


LOS ANGELES BIDS 

Several cities are bidding for the 
unit, including Los Angeles, San 
Fran and San Jose. All of 
these places are being given con- 
sideration, Gen. Mittelstaedt said, 
although allocation will not be de- 
cided upon until further study has 
been given to the matter of sup- 
port for the proposed organization. 

Deciding factors in the matter 
of location, it was announced 
the adjutant-general, will depend

TELEPHONE FACTS 

Chicago, with a population about 
the same as that of Paris, has three 
and a half times as many tele- 
phones as the French capital. 

The net increase during 1921 
in the number of telephones in 
the United States exceeded the to- 
tal number of telephones in use 
in Belgium, Italy, Greece, Norway, 
Portugal and Russia combined. 

The telephone system of France, 
which is owned and operated by 
the government, has only 1,494,611 
miles of telephone wire, as com- 
pared with 34,000,000 miles of 
telephone wire in the United 
States 

There are more than 1.300.000 
telephones and 2,700.000 miles of 
telephone wire in service in the 
State of Illinois, alone. This wire 
would be sufficient to encircle the 
earth at the equator 108 times. 

The total telephone wire in use 
throughout the world amounted, 
on the latest date for which fig- 
ures are available, to 66,918,064 
miles. Of this, about 68 per cent, 
or 34,000,000 miles, were in the 
United States of America, where 
the telephone has reached a high- 
or development.
